oy of 9 Proves Self 


a Hero. 


Detroit, Mich., June 13.—{Special.]— 
With the prayers of 1,500 male passen- 
gers mingled with the sobs of hysteri- 
cal women, the four children who had 
been adrift in a small row boat for 
more than twenty-five hours in Lake 
Erie were rescued by the steamer City 
of Toledo shortly before noon thirty 
‘miles from shore. | 

The children drifted from Lakeside, 
Mich., at 9 o'clock Saturday morning, 
and while they were far from land 
two of them who got out of the boat 
were rescued by 9 year old Merwin 
Daso, one of the party. 

The children are: Robert, ‘aged 3; 
Richard, 6, and Merwin, 9, sons ol 
Merwin Daso, 2409 Maplewood avenue, 
Toledo, and Violet Sperry, their first 
cousin, 11 years old, who had been 
living with the Daso family at Lake. 
side, 

Tells of Experience. 

Squatting on the second deck of the 
steamer, the hero of the adventure 
told the passengers just how it hap- 
pened. They started out from Lake- 
side with a broken oar and two sticks, 
intending to push themselves along the 
shallow shore. Soon they were a long 
way out, he told the passengers, and 
with a wind blowing they could not 
get the boat headed back for Lakeside. 

Violet was suffering from the sun- 
burn Saturday afternoon and did “a 
lot of crying,” Merwin said. Late in 
the afternoon she conceived the bright 
idea to get out and push the boat. 

She could not touch bottom, of 
course, and Merwin was afraid she 
was going to drown. When she was. 
unable to climb back into the boat and 
the hoy found it impossible to pull her 
in he placed a rope aroynd her waist 
aid tied it to the bottom of the boat. 

Finally Gets Girl in Boat. 

For a long time it looked as if “Vi" 
would have to trail along the water, 
but Merwin finally succeeded in get- 
ting her into the boat. With her 
clothes soaking wet Violet was “about 
all in,” Merwin told the passengers and 
soon went to sleep. 

Saturday night “ Bob” got Into trou- 
ble. He insisted in prowling about the 
fiat bottomed craft and fell overboard. 
Merwin at once plunged into the lake 


dJand keeping one hand on the boat 


caught Bob by his rompers and pulled 
him back in. : | 

Bob soon went to sleep and Violet 
woke up. Violet proceeded from the 
rear to the front of the boat to see how 
Bob was getting on and nearly fell 
overboard. Merwin insisted that she 
“turn after that. 

Merwin Takes Command, 

As it began to get dark they all be- 
came frightened, but Merwin decided to 
take “command,” and ordered the 
others to go to sleep, telling them he 
would wake them up after he had 
“done the watch.” 

During the night “ Dick,” Violet and 
little Bob took turns at watching for 
‘ghipe. Dick says that during his watch 
two tugs passed them and Merwin con- 
firms this, for he was awakened by the 
“first mate.” They did a lot of holler- 
ing, Merwin said, but the tugs went 
on their way. 

Shirt Off; Burns His Back. 

With the rising of the sun Sunday 
Merwin decided to take off his under- 
shirt, and placing it on the end of a 
stick, he held it for hours, hoping that 
a passing ship might pick up his party. 
The sun soon became too hot, and Mer- 
win, unable to stand the heat of the 
rays on-his bare back, pulled down the 
signal and again took to paddling. 

When the city of Toledo hove in 
sight Merwin and Dick, one with the 
broken oar and the other with a stick, 
were doing their best to send the row- 
boat along. They were going with the 
wind in a northeastern direction and 
drifting farther into the lake. Violet 
was crying that she was hungry and 
had been putting the cold water on her 
blistered back, while Bob curied in sleep 
in the bow.

PANIC OPERA 
BOMB BLAST 


Audience Fights Its 
Way Out.

HAVANA, June 13.—The audience 
at the National theater was thrown 
into a panic this afternoon, and six 
persons were seriously injured when 
a bomb exploded during the farewell 
performance of Enrico Caruso at a 
popular matinée, Hundreds were 
bruised and beaten in the rush to get 
out. Caruso was not injured. 

The bomb, of a pressure of 20,000 
pounds, was placed in a washroom gal- 
lery. It wrecked the acoustic box. 
Three walls of the washroom and some 
of the scenery crashed on the stage. 


Take Caruso to Safety. 

Caruso was in his dressing room at 
the time. He rushed out,to see what 
the trouble was. Rudolfo Bracale, 
manager of the theater, fearing that 
another bomb might explode, rushed 
Caruso in his costume to the Hotel Se- 
ville in an automobile. 

The police say they have no explana- 
tion except that seats were selling at 
@ premium and the public had little 
opportunity to see or hear Caruso. 
Anonymous letters had been received 
by the management protesting against 
the prices of from $35 up. 

Theater in an Uproar. 

The bomb was timed for the trium- 
phal scene in “Aida” in the last act, 
but the performance was forty-five 
minutes late getting under way and 
the explosion came as Bezanzoni and 
Escobar were singing the famous duet 
in the second act. | 

In a moment the theater was in an 
uproar. Crowds swept aside police 
in the aisles in their rush for the exits. 
Women fainted and men fought each 
other. The gallery audience plunged 
down the stairway and many emerged 
with bloody faces and clothes torn 
to shreds. Women fell and others 
piled on top. ) 

Police Reserves Called. 

The police guard was unable to han- 
die the situation. Reserves rushed to 
the scene to hold back the. street 
crowds, | 
Musicians scurried under the stage 
from the pit and when several ap- 
peared on the street their clothes were 
bloody and they carried battered violins 
and musical instruments. 

The “supers,” clad in costumes from 
the middle ages, rushed frantically out.

EUGENIE READS 
AFTER BLINDNESS 
OF MANY YEARS 
MADRID, June 13.—Former, Em- 
press Eugenie of France is able to see 
much better than for years past, thanks 
to an operation for cataract performed 
since her arrival in Madrid, where she 
is the guest of her nephew, the Duke 
of Alba. Despite her 94 years, the 
former empress consented to undergo 
the operation, performed by Dr. Ja- 
cinto Barraquer, a Barcelona oculist, 
who invented an instrument for cata- 
ract removal. 

The fraility of Eugenie permitted 
the use of only a local anesthetic. The 
surgeon made a slight incision in the 
cataract, applied cocaine, and then the 
delicate instrument, which acts on the 
suction principle, was used. After six 
days the obstruction was drawn aside 
without pain. 

When the bandages were removed 
Eugenie was able to read for the first 
time in many years. The cataract 
cannot be removed entirely without 
cutting, therefore the ultimate success 
of the operation cannot be_ forecast.

from the sea. The Albanian insur- 
gents, whose number is diversely es- 
timated at 5,000, 10,000, and 15,000, 
had mined every road, blown up every 
tbridge, and occupied all adjacent 
whereon théy planted batteries 
of six-inch guns, wrested from the 
Italians earlier in the month. 

Fire on Naval Base. 

While the main body of besiegers 
approached within 800 yards of the 
town, these batteries directed a heavy 
fire on the naval base, which was vig- 
orously replied to from the Italian war- 
ships. The shelling completely wiped 
out three villages and prevented the 
arrival of reinforcements. 

At 4 o’clock the plight of the city 
became almost hopeless, owing to the 
treachery of the Mussulman element, 
who made a savage onslaught on the 
defenders from_the rear. 

When the ine charge finally put 
the rebels to flight, leaving behind 
them 200 dead, the Italians captured 
a battery of guns, and took several 
prisoners, among whom 
were mafiy Turkish officers and Al- 
banian gendarmesg. 

Mayor Is Arrested. 

They then proceeded to arrest Aly 
‘Islam, mayor of Aviona, and all dwell- 
ers in the Mohammedan quarter, who 
were put aboard a steamer in port 
the 
island of Sarena. Their fate is un- 
Osman Pffendi, former prefe®t of Av- 
lona, who commanded the insurgents, 
and Cocos Kiazim, his army cmtek,, 
were burned. 

During the battle the insurgents 
made deadly use of machine guns left 
by the French on evacuating Scutari 
and Koritza. 

Thirty-seven Italian officers are miss- 
ing, including Col. Gotti and Brig. 
Gen. Cavallo. Otherwise no particu- 
lar Italian casualties are reported. 


WEAR YANK UNIFORMS

Fall Back in Good Order. 


The realignment is proceeding in 
perfect order, the statement says. - 
North of Kiev the Poles are bat- 
tling against the bolsheviki, who are 
endeavoring to cut the Korosten-Kiev 
railroad to join forces with the cavalry 
of’ Gen. Budenny, which is striking 
northerly from the region southwest 
of Kiev. Fighting is general al! 
along the Berdichev-Fastova-Kiev 
railroad. 

According to latest reports, the ter- 
ritory in this region is changing hands 
daily. 

| Peasants and Wounded Slain. 
In a dash to the northwest the cav- 
alry of Gen. Budenny passed Berdi- 
chev, killing peasants en route. It pro- 
ceeded as far as Zhitomir, where it is 
alleged the cavalry killed several 
wounded Poles in a _ hospital. 
Fighting on the northern front has 
brought victory to the Poles, who have 
ousted the bolsheviki from territory 
gained in the recent offensive. The 
Poles are consolidating their lines from 
the Dvina southward along the Bere- 
sina.

Self- 
discipiine and individual control are not satisfac: | 
tery checks. It is not possible to take coffee and! 
let it alone. 

Dr. Evans in “How to Keep Well” says that 
you cannot keep well if you drink coffee. He says: 

“The best study of the physiological effects of 
coffee of which I have knowledge is that of Hol- 
lingsworth. :He concludes that coffee or tea in full 
doses is harmful. The average healthy, well poised 
young man can stand a daily dose of caffein equal 
to the amount contained in two ordinary cups of 
coffee. If such a man stays below that he will feel 
no harmful effects. If he exceeds it he will. It 
does not matter rgfterially whether he takes his 
dose early in the day or at night. If he is not an 
average person two cups is too large a dose. For 
instance, if he has high blood pressure or has 
insomnia or is naturally on edge. Children do not 
stand doses proportionate to age or weight. In fact, 
nutrition specialists hold that tea and coffee for 
children represent harm raised to the nth power. 

Coffee at the end of a meal is least harmful. On 
am empty stomach it is most so.”

WHAT A RAILROAD 


EXECUTIVE? 


Henry Cabot Lodge, discussing the railroad ques- 
tion in the course of his “ keynote” speech before 
the Republican convention, asserted that the pres- 
ent railroad law, while providing for government 
control of the roads, establishes the principle 
“that the government must not assume the ownier- 
ship of the railroads.” He approves this: principle 
with the statement that “ general government own- 
ership under our political system would inevitably | 
bring about the mastery of the government by ' 
those who operate the machinery of transportation 
or of any other industries which come into gov- 
ernment possession.” 

“ Nothing would be left to the people,” he adds, | 
“except the. duty of paying taxes to support the 
roads.” 

We believe his contention is well founded. Tre 
fiasco of government operation of the roads and 
the history of numerous municipal ownership ven- 
tures indicate its truth. Avoiding a detailed dis-' 
cussion of the pros and cons of governmental own- 
ership, however, and assuming for present pur- 
poses that governmental ownership is undesirable, 
we come to the question of how the railroads are 
to continue in operation without it. 

The government managed by accepting a 
deficiency of one and three-quarters billion dol- 
lars. The railroads have no such method of relief 
under private ownership. They must have larger 
revenues. The interstate commerce commission is 
empowered to provide for these revenues. Un: 
doubtedly it will provide them, in part at least. 

But to justify such increase of rates, and prevent 
a final reversion to government ownership, the 
railroad executives must begin to show that trey 
have not lost their ability. to manage their business 
efficiently. They are crying for more cars, among 
other things. If, while more cars are building, 
they will operate the equipment which they now 
own to a better advantage, the public and the 
interstate commerce commission will more readily 
grant their requests for assistance. They have 
rushed to government for priority orders to relieve 
the congestion which piled up upon them with re- 
turn of the roads to their hands. Even with the 
present law for government control the executives 
cannot lean constantly upon the government with- 
out eventually throwing the roads back entirely 
into government hands. The. executives must 
show signs of their old time efficiency. After all, 
‘s is their business to see that the roads function.

After operation for hernia ......50 days 
After removal of tonsils..........37 days 


But when the men went back to duty 
they were in first class condition. Two 
months after another group of con- 
valescents had returned to their com- 
mands from a convalescent camp in 
Franm it was found that 99 per cent 
were at work and were in first class con 
dition. 

Convalescent camps were found to be 
of great advantage soon after we entered 
the great war. They emptied hospital 
beds. for use of the acutely sick and 


the convalescent where he could retrain 
his muscles, loosen up his stiff joints, 
get back his wind and endurance, get 
color in his cheeks, regain his appetite 
and digestion, get into a proper frame 
of mind and accustom himself anew 
to discipline. ; 

Before the camps were established, 
convalescents were sent back to  yéir 
commands before they were strong 
enough to work. They were carried 
on camp sick rolls while they lounged 
about in quarters. This experience of 
the army in France carries lessons for 
us fn civil life. 

Not every case of tonsillitis, not even 
the average, ulree thirty-four days 
to convalesce, nor every case of influ- 
enza thirty-one days, nor pneumonia 
fifty-eight days. The average cases over 
there were back at regular roll call after 
much shorter periods of time. But there 
were thousands of cases in the military 
hospitals which could not be sent back

For 
about eight hours he had no avocation 
except dabbing on the solution of zine 
sulphate. By the end of that time the 
itching and burning had stopped and he

dry up and scale off. Since that experi- 


ence he keeps some zinc sulphate at hand 


and when he notices any irritation such 
as initiates ivy poisoning, he puts the 
zinc solution on as quickly as he can. 

In the bulletin of the New Haven 
department of health, Dr. Frank Wright, 
the health officer, gives his experience. 
He has seen ordinary heusehold am- 
monia both prevent and cure the irrita- 
tion. At first this should be diluted with 
an equal part of water. If well borne 
the strength can be increased until the 
remedy is being applied undiluted. 

A solution of bicarbonate of soda ‘fre- 
quently gives temporary relief from the 
burning and itching. A saturated solu- 


lution of table salt will give the samo; 


result. In “fact, nearly all alkalies give 
relief and are in a measure curative.

Stirring the soil immediately around 
the plants is especially important. If 
the weeds are kept down and watering 
is thorough the plants will grow rap 
idly at this time. 


The vines will soon begin to run in 
all directions, and when they nearly 
cover the ground hoeing will have to 
be discontinued. At this stage, usually 
late in July, they should be handled 
carefully in making the last cultivation 
between the rows. Lay them over out 
of the middle and give the ground a 
shallow cultivation. 

If properly cared for the melons 
should be ripe in August, and bearing 
should continue until frost kills the 
vines.
